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BACM never oe Office 
Gets Council’s Nod 


BACM Development Cor- 
poration Limited was gran- 
ted approval at Monday 
night's council meeting to 
enter into details of adevel- 
opment agreement for an 
industrial complex on River 
Lot 30, 

The proposed BACM 
Maintenance Shop and Office 
Structure is designed to 
accommodate several divi- 
sions of BACM Industries 
Ltd. Once completed, the 
price of land and buildings 
has been estimated at $400,- 
000,00 and cover a total 
floor area of 22,000 square 
feet. Provisions will also 
be made for future expan- 
sion, 

River Lots 29 and 30 total 
about 40 acres of land, Ly= 
ing east of Highway 2 and 
North of Bellerose Drive, 
the BACM industrial pro- 
perty will house Standard 
General offices and work- 
shops as well as provide 
storage space for heavy con- 
struction equipment. This 
new complex will become 
headquarters for Standard 
General, the construction 
division of BACM, specifi- 
cally for the northern area 
of the province, 

Of the 40 acres making 
up this tract of land, lying 
adjacent to Highway 2 in 
the north-eastern section of 
St. Albert, 15 acres will be 
taken up by the proposed 
project while the remain- 
ing 25 acres will be left 
open as serviced industrial 
land, said Mr. N. Bothwell, 
Alberta Manager of BACM 
Land Development Division, 

“Soon as we complete all 
details involved in our 
development agreement with 
the town,’’ Mr. Bothwell 
said, ‘‘we hope to start con- 
struction and be operation- 
al sometime in 1973," 

Mr, Bothwell explained 
that his firm was anxious 
to establish this facility in 
St. Albert, thus bringing to 


this town a light-type of 
industry which will repre- 
sent added revenue for the 
town in the form of taxes 
and a payroll for a perman- 
ent staff of about 50 em- 
ployees, 

When this proposal first 
came before Committee on 
September 25, spokesman 
for BACM Mr, K, Dudman 
was asked by Councillor 
Hudson, ‘‘when will BACM 
co-operate with the town of 
St, Albert?”’ 


Nonplussed, Mr, Dudman 
stammered something like, 
“what dn van mean?’’ 


Councillor Hudson then 
went into a tirade, accusing 
BACM of failing to co-op- 
erate with St, Albert while 
expecting co-operation from 
council, He hinted that 
BACM “failed to co-oper- 
ate’’ in the landfill site issue 
when EDCON (a fully-owned 
subsidiary of BACM) pre- 
sented a submission at the 
sanitary landfill site hear- 
ing, 

These comments by Coun- 
cillor Hudson brought about 
objections from other coun- 
cillors who visibly didn’t

Citizens Halt Parking By-law 


A loud and eloquent out+ 
cry was voiced by concern- 
ed downtown businessmen 
Monday night at the regular 
Council meeting when By- 
Law 44/72 came up for 
public hearing, 

The proposed by-law, 
being an amendemtn to the 
original parking by-law 
called for a change from 
angle parking on Perron, 
Ste, Anne and St. Michael 
streets to parallel parking, 

Speaking against the by- 
law were Tom White, co- 
owner of The Sportshop, V 
Maloney, superintendent of 
School District No, 3, Firnle 
Jamison, Editor- Publisher 
of The Gazette and Gerry 
Belke, President of the St. 
Albert and District Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Besides 
the four verbal protests 


against the by-law, Council 
also received letters and 
petitions from downtown 
businessmen and business- 
women, registering their 
opposition to the parallel 
parking amending by-law, 
including the Associate Me- 
dical Clinic, 

All persons and groups 
represented were united in 
the view that parallel park- 
ing on those three downtown 
streets would rob shoppers 
and businesses of valuable 
parking space while the town 
is not making provisions to 
provide alternate parking 
areas, The four spokesmen, 
representing the majority of 
downtown businesses all 
said in their own way, that 
Council was premature In 
amending the parking by- 
law, 


Mr, Jamison, replying to 
Mayor Gibbon’s query of why 
were there not more down- 
town businessmen present 
to talk at the hearing, he 
replied that he felt that the 
petition representing about 
95 per cent of the business- 
men would suffice, rather 
than a massive onslaught on 
Town Hall, Mr, Jamison then 
expressed the opinion of the 
majority that a joint coun- 
cil-downtown businessmen 
meeting should be held 
before the by-law be pro- 
ceeded with, 


On amotion by Councillor 
Kambouroff, Council agreed

Fire Chief 


Reveals Losses 
At $300,000 


A memorandum was re- 
ceived this week from Fred 
Tetarenko, Fire Chief ofthe 
St. Albert Fire Department, 
in which he points out use- 
ful hints to the homeowner 
in an effort to reduce the 
incidence of fire. 

Mr, Tetarenko reminds 
residents that cold weather 
generally goes hand in hand 
with fire destruction and to 
avoid this a few simple pre- 
cautions can reduce causes 
of fire. Some of the simpler 
precautions a homeowner 
can take include draining of 
gasoline tanks on garden 
equipment before storing 
these forthe winter, Another 
suggestion is cleaning out 
the garage and basement of 
the summer’s accummula- 
tion of inflammable mater- 
ials, 

“Just plain common 
sense,’’ Mr, Tetarenko said, 
‘twill often make the diff- 
erence between making a 
home or place of business 
safe from fire or a fire 
trap." 

In his memo, Mr, Tet- 
arenko points out that during 
the past 12 months, the St. 


Albert Fire Department 
dealt with fires which ulti- 
mately caused damage ass- 
essed at about $300,000,00. 
He points out that a major 
portion of this sum could 
have been reduced if proper 
precautions had been taken, 
‘All we ask you,’’ Mr. Tet- 
arenko said, ‘‘is co-opera- 
tion in stopping these need- 
less fire losses,’’ 

Again this year, the local 
fire department will inspect 
all homes in St, Albert and 
the co-operation of home- 
owners is requested inorder 
that this essential job be 
done,
